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The present invention relates to an improved imaging device of a 
fac simile . 

There are drawbacks in the conventional facsimiles. For example, a high 
pressure amplifier of these facsimiles has insufficient ground connection 
and is connected to aforementioned circuits to prevent from being 
charged with overvoltage, resulting that composition of the entire circuits 
becomes complicated. Moreover, a recording paper is wrapped around 
an imaging drum device, thus loading of the recording paper cannot be 
automated. To overcome these drawbacks, a facsimile of the present 
invention has a drum device made of metal in a state of being grounded, 
which has an insulating film on the outer peripheral surface thereof and 
rotates in synchronization with a transmitting drum device of a 
transmitting facsimile, an ink reservoir being opposed to the outer 
peripheral surface of a roller and connected thereto, a paper transferring 
device which feeds papers to the imaging drum, an electrification device 
to apply electrical charge to the paper so that the paper is sucked to the 
drum device and ink is flown thereto, and an amplifier which amplifies 
imaging signals and applies output voltage to nozzles. 

The present invention relates to a facsimile, more particularly, an 
elctrostatic inkjet-recording facsimile, wherein an imaging device thereof 
is improved.
